STOPPING BIG BOUT

County Officials Disregard Gov-
ernor's Orders to Call Off
Brennan-Dempsey Go

MUCH DISCUSSION ON

Indianapolis, Ind., Aug. 18.—Gover-
nor MeCray 18 expected to take direct
action todalr toward carrying out his
announced intention of preventing the’
acheduled ten-round bout between Jack
Dempsey and Bill Brennan at Michigan
(‘.!_tl!h Labor Day.

e Governor set today an the time
limit for officlals of Laports County to
order the bout called off, and announced
that if they did not take much sction he
would order it stopped himself.

The county officlals have announced
they will take no action looking toward
prohibiting the contest, as in their
opinlon it Is to be a boxing exhibition
and not a prize fight, and that it does
not violate the Indiana law. The Gov-
ernor maintaing it is to be a prize fight.

Considerable discumsion is  belng
aroused as to just what form of action
the Governor will take if there is no
change today In the stand taken by the
Laporte County officials, and he Is
ealled upon to have the contest stopped
himself,

The county officials hold that the
Governor cannot legally declare the bout
n prize fight before it takes place. It
also was indicated by the officlals that
the detéermining of whether the bout
was a violation of the law would be
left in their hands.

Sheriff Willlam E. Antiss, in a state-
ment yesterday, sald:

‘'Prosecutor hovnly and I belleve we
can handle Laporte County without
any outslde nssistance. If we need
any help we will ask for jt."’

jovernor MeCray bos never made
clear what power he has for stoppi
the contest, and as all such detalls o
local law enforcement are usually left
to local officlals there s nothing to in-
dicate in what manner he would pro-
coed,

Persons In touch with the situation
have expressed the opinion that the
Governor's actlon may be based on an
opinion of the Attorney General. The
Governor some tline ngo nsked the At-
torney General to submit an opinion as
to whether the proposed bout was a
violation of the Indiamna boxing law,
which permits boxing contests, but pro-
hibits prize fights.

The opinion, if it has been rendered,
has never been made publie. It was
pointed out by some that if the Attor-
ney General held It to be a prize fight
the Governor may request an injunctlon
preventing the holding of the contest.
